Rome Will Prevail 
Says Speaker 


Londen, Feb. 1—Speaking at the 
Presbyterian convention against the 
e“option of home rule, Sir William 
Crawford said: 

“I have no doubt but that we shall 
have promises of freedom and toler.- 
tion for all men from the Nationalist 
leaders when the provisions of the 
home rule bill are revealed, but let 
none of these guarantees or promises 
deceive you. The Dublin parliament 
We will not obey and we will not have 
its laws. Its demands for money we 
will threw into the fire. 

Will Not Pay Taxes, 

“Our Nationalist countrymen may if 
they so desire, establish their clai:in 
to manage their own affairs, but they 
will not manage our affairs, Let on 
Irish government be formed; let it 
send its officers here to take taxes by 
force. We shall mot pay. Our deci- 
sion is final and unchanging. We 
trust in God aur Father and our duty 
is clear.’’

Calgary, Feb, 1—~Alex Bell, who con- 
ducted a wholesale and retail clothing 
business here, at Lethbridge, Bdmon- 
fon and Bassano, was arrested cn 
duesaay on a charge of detraniding 
creditors to the extent of approximat- 


ly $60,000. He will appear in | the 
police court tomorrow afternoon to 
answer to the feur charges, which 
have been preferred against him by 
big eastern firms following alleged 
bankruptey, which overtook him in 
September, 1911, and in connectivn 
with which the defendant is alleged 
to have acted irregularly. 


Bell is said to have gone into busi- 
ness on a large scale in February, 
1910, and to have closed up his sey 
eral stores which were conducted un- 
der the name “A, Bell and Company," 
in September, 1911, after having con- 
tracted an indebtedness approximat- 
ing $60,000, At the time he coin- 
menced business, R. Dun and Co., 
mercantile agents, declared® that his 
credit was worth $3,500, 

After repeated unsuccessful efforts 
by his creditors to induce him to make 
an assigninent, Bell ig said to have 
shut up his stores and declared ‘that 
he had no funds wherewith to pay hile 
debts. Further, it is alleged that he 
sold two of his stores, thee in Leth- 
bridge and Calgary, to his nephew, 
Abe Barron, now said to be conduct- 
ing the business, 

The only Calgary firm said to have 
suffered by the failure of A, Bell and 
Co,, is Georgeson and Company, who 
sald him groceries to the extent of 
several thousand. dollars,
